I understand. 

Mr. Bryant has had a telephone conversation with 
Mr. Balfour who is in charge of your Near Hastern 
Department I think, who I gather told Mr. Bryant that 
he had had some sort of an assurance that no harm would 
be done to his son. 

How reliable this may be is I suppose a matter 
of conjecture, but I told Mr. Bryant that I was quite 
sure that you as Minister would do all that was humanly 
possible to secure the li*eration and safety of the 
captured Britishers. And I feel sure that I was well 
justified in doing so. If you get any news or have 
anything that you can say of a comforting character,
